2. Application:—These rules shall apply to the posts as 
specified in column 1 of the Schedule annc.xed to these 
rules. 


4 (A). Liability of persons appointed as peons to undergo 
training _ as Home Guards.—•Notwithstanding anything con- 
t,lined in these rules, every persons appointerl as a peon 
under ihew ntles shall undergo training as a Homo Guard 
for a period of three years, save those who are physioaJIy 
handicapped to undergo such training; 

Provided that the Commandant Geneial, Horae Guards, 
may, having regard to the performance of and standard of 
training achieved by any person during the period of train- 
ing, reduce such period to two years for reason? to be 
recorded in writing.

(a) Who has entered into or contracted a marriage 
with a person hnvlng a spouse living, or 

(b) Who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, shall bo 
eligible for appointment to the said posts; 

(Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the ofiser party to the marriage 
and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule.
